This Is & con~
dition beyond the control of the ax-
hibltor, He ocannot adopt the attitude of
the radicul consorship boards and chooas
all his pletures from tha viewpolnt of
the ehildren, for his adult patrons will
soon tire of the childish fare. And while
he f# aiming to pleass the elders the edu-
oators will make atrong use of the argu-
ment that the chilldren ahould be xiven
programs combining educational and en-
tertalnment valua,

A movemant that is galning strength
with *“mothers’ docletios” throughout
the country should therefore be studied
by the sxhibitore with much Interest. In
several lurge clties and many more small-
or communiting these soclelles are advo-
cating thit the exhibitors put aslde cers
tain days on which special “children's
matinees” =shall be given, The pro-
grams for these parformances are Lo be
balanced between purely educational pic-
tures and dramatic offerings based upon
classlc worka.
